FREIGHT TARIFF DISCUSSED. 


Inform al Debate R egarding Civil 
Service Reform—Crane’s 
Proposition. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald] 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 2 8 .—At th 
opening of the day’s session of the 
Inter-Sta'e Commerce Commission, 
Albert Fink, Commissioner of the 
Trunk Line Association, was recalled 
and cross-examined. In the course of 
hiB examination Fink stated that he 
had lately made a careful computation 
of the cost of handling local freights, 
and had found, as a rule, that short 
hauls of certain classes of miscellan­ 
eous freight were accomplished at an 
actual loss, in view of the terminal ex­ 
penses of loading and unloading. 
In response to an inquiry Fink 
stated that the committee, represent­ 
ing the roads we-t of Chicago, lias 
been for several months in communi­ 
cation with the committee from the 
Trunk Line Association, with a view 
o* the adoption of a uniform classifica­ 
tion of the whole territory. 
lie also stated that the roads south 
of the Ohio river had expressed them­ 
selves as anxious to join a similar 
movement, and that in all probability 
a meeting of representatives of the 
roads would soon be held in the in 
terest of this movement. 


OPPOSITION STATEMENTS. 
At the conclusion of Fink’s testi­ 
mony, Peter A. Pey, chairman of the 
Iowa State Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioners, and appearing at the re­ 
quest of the Governor of Iowa, asked 
for and received permission to address 
the Commission in opposition to the 
petitioners’ complaints. 
He claimed 
that a carload was the natural un t 
for 
freight which 
requited 
car­ 
loads, and that 100 pounds was the 
natural unit for less than carloads. 
To abolish carload rates would, he 
said, place Western jobbers, so fur as 
their customers were concerned, at a 
disadvantage of at least 10 cents per 
100 pounds as compared with the 
Now York jobbers. Th s difference, 
he thought, would enable the three 
complaining firms in this case to close 
every jobbing house in the West. 
The hearing then closed. Counsel 
will submit the briefs for the consid­ 
eration of the committee. 


C ivil Service R eform . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 
2 8 . — The 
Civil Service Commisssoners met with 
the House Committee on Reform in 
the Civil Service to-day, and dis­ 
cussed in an informal way the various 
questions connected with the civil 
service rules and the administration 
of the law. 
Representative Crane’s bill to cre­ 
ate a retired list in the civil s-rviCb 
was taken up in committee, and after 
a short debate it was decided to tie in­ 
expedient anil an adverse report was 
ordered upon it.

He has 
a great opportunity and evidently 
intends to improve it.”

STILL BAGING. 


The Storm Doing Great 
Damage to Commerce. 


SEVERAL LINES BLOCKADED.

All the Mails Badly Delayed—A 
Strong Wind Blowing— 
Huge Snow-Drifts.

O s w e g o , N. Y., January 28.—The 
storm raged worse than ever last 
night, and deep outs on the railroads 
that had just been cleared of snow 
were once more filled up. The ther­ 
mometer was ten degrees below zero, 
and the wind blew sixf^ miles an 
hour. 
All trains on the Rome, Watertown 
and Ogdensburg 
road have been 
abandoned. 
The Delaware, Lacka­ 
wanna and Western Railroad is badly 
blockaded, and the trains that are 
run are making very poor time. The 
passenger train due here last evening 
from the West spent the night about 
thirty miles west of here. The block­ 
ade is the worst in years, and every 
effort is being made to raise it, but 
with little effect, as the high wind 
fills the cuts up as soon as cleared. 


MAIL BERVICE IM PEDED. 


N e w Y o r k , January 28.—Delay in 
the arrival and departure of mails 
owing to the snow blockade continues 
and was worse last night than during 
the 
pre«ding twenty-four hours. 
Trains have not been so irregular for 
several years. The New York Cen­ 
tral is making no attempt to send out 
freight trains. 
- 


INCIDENTS OF THE 8TORM. 
Advices from the upper part of the 
State to-night show that hundreds of 
freight cars are laid up at East Syra­ 
cuse and live stock is being unloaded 
to save it from starvation and freez­ 
ing. 
Fourteen trains are stalled west of 
Skancatles. 
Two days ago a family in the town 
of Shuagukunk lost a child by death, 
and the storm has prevented any 
arrangements being made for the 
funeral. 
At Ridgeburg the funeral of Mar­ 
garet Decker, set for Thursday, is still 
postponed for the want of a coffin. 
The undertaker lives six miles away 
and can not get there. 
AT SEA, 
The wind at Sandy Hook for the 
past three days has been blowing from 
forty to sixty miles an hour. Only 
two liners made poityesterday. Their 
captains tell stories of waves moun­ 
tains high and howling gales. A large 
number of sailing vessels were bound 
in when the storm commenced, but 
were forced to turn round and scud to 
sea before the gale. No serious acci­ 
dents are reported. 


COMPLETELY SNOWED IN. 


F a r m in g t o n , Me., January 28.—The 
town is surrounded by snowdrifts fif­ 
teen feet deep, and the place has been 
cut off from the rest of the world for 
three days. Waterbury, Vermont, is 
similarly circumstanced, and Mont­ 
pelier, St. Johnsbury and Barrear not 
much better off. At Laconia the ther­ 
mometer is ten below to-night. The 
first train for two days arrived to-day, 
followed by several others including 
the Canadian Pacific express.

fn d Anschlag Tells How 
He Killed 


, AUD MES. C. B . HITCHCOCK, 


Xriáence Introduced at the Coro­ 
ner’s Inqnest—The Ex­ 
amination. 


The murder of Mr. and Mrs. H itch­ 
cock at Garden Grove was the princi­ 
pal theme of conversation on the 
street yesterday, and in the morning 
the announcement th at Anschlag had 
p>A> a confession the night before 
did not startle anybody, as the evi­ 
dence against him was considered eo 
strong th at there was very little doubt 
in the minds of all but that he was 
the guilty party. On Friday night 
about 10 o’clock Jailor Russell entered 
▲nschlag’s cell, where he had been 
confined alone since his arrival, and 
aaw that he retired. After he had 
laid down on the iron bed, Mr. Kus- 
ad fta t by his side and, by the assist­ 
ance of Antone Decker as interpreter, 
held a conversation with him . This 
conversation was kept up until about 
II o’clock, Deputy Sheriff Cooney also 
frying present, when the candle with 
which the cell was illuminated died 
out. 
Mr. Russell noticed that An- 
achiag appeared anxious 
to talk, 
and sat 
holding 
his hand 
over 
thfl 
prisoner’s heart, which beat 
very 
irregularly, 
and 
as 
if 
be was struggling to say something 
W hen the light went out Anschlag 
asked him to get another candle, for 
-which he sent, and then Anschlag 
•aid th at if Mr. Russel would send the 
others away he would tell him all 
about the murder. 
Mr. Russel sent 
the others out of the cell and Anschlag 
started by saying that he had killed 
Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock on Tuesday 
morning. 
He sa d th at on Saturday 
of last week he had met Mr. H itch­ 
cock at Santa Ana, and they had 
closed the bargain, he paying Mr. 
Hitchcock 
the 
balance 
of 
the 
$95 
deposit 
and Mr. 
Hitchcock 
drawing 
the 
deed, 
which 
he 
was 
to 
give 
on 
the 
receipt 
of the balance of the $8,000. He went 
home with Mr. Hitchcock on Satur­ 
day and on Sunday morning went to 
chnrch with Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock. 
On M mday Mr. Hitchcock went away 
somewhere, and he staid at the house 
an d worked about the place. 
On 
Tuesday morning they arose about 
half-past four o’clock with the inten­ 
tion of coming to Los Angeles, where 
Mr. Hitchcock was to get the ab­ 
stract and 
give 
to him . 
Before 
starting he paid Mr. Hitchcock the 
balance of the $8000. and about 5 
o’clock he and Mr. Hitchcock went 
out and hitched the team to the 
wagon. 
Mr. Hitchcock saw some­ 
thing wrong about the bed of the 
wagon and procured a hatchet, with 
w hich he fixed it. 
Mr. Hitchcock, 
after using the hatchet, left it in the 
wagon and put some straw in the 
wagon bed. Then they all got in the 
wagon and sat on the front seat, the 
prisoner driving. 
He drove about 
two miles, when he happened to look 
around and saw the hatchet lying in 
th e wagon. 
Then he remembered 
th a t Mr. Hitchcock had $8000 of his 
money, and the thought came to him 
th a t if he killed him he could get hiB 
money back. No sooner did this 
thought come to him than he pulled 
up the team , seized the hatchet and 
struck Mr. Hitckcock a blow on the 
side of the head, knocking him sense­ 
less. 
Mrs. Hitchcock, seeing what 
had 
been 
done, 
straightened 
herself 
up 
and 
screamed. 
He 
then 
turned 
and 
struck 
her. 
knocking her senseless. 
He stopped 
th e team and noticing that they were 
coming to life, finished his work by 
striking them again on the head. 
He 
th en drove out to the place where he 
buried them , and by this time had 
recovered his senses enough to be 
badly sc sred by what he had done. 
H e had nothing with him to dig a 
hole, and he could not get them out 
of the wagon. 
H e therefore pro­ 
cured some 
rope and tied it to 
their 
ankles 
and 
then 
pulled 
th e bodies 
out on the 
ground. 
Knowing th at he m ust get them out 
of sight somehow, he jumped in the 
wagon, and lashing liis horses, drove 
back to the Hitchcock house and pro­ 
cured two spades with which he dug 
the hole. H e then rolled the bodies 
in and covered them up, and placed a 
keg, which was near, on the mound. 
H is next move was to hide his overalls 
and the watches of the murdered 
r 


ple. 
The 
overalls 
he 
hid 
a 
clump 
of 
bushes 
and 
and the shovels he threw away. 
He 
drove back to the house and hid the 
watches in the garret. Then he went 
to Santa Ana and got Decker after 
baying some things which he took 
back to the house. 
He was em phatic 
in his statem ent that Decker had 
nothing to do with the murder. 
\ 
. He was positive in his assertions 
that he had paid the $8000 to Mr. 
Hitchcock, but said he could not find 
it when he searched him after he was 
dead. 
H e could not imagine what 
had become of the money. 
A SECOND CONFESSION. 
Yesterday morning Anschlag made 
another confession, which 
agreed 
with the story as told above, except 
that he gave a different reason for 
atriking the fatal blows. H is confes­ 
sion of the night before was to the ef­ 
fect th at he killed the Hitchcock* so 
that he might recover the $8000, winch 
he said he had given Mr. Hitchc.-.k. 
In his confession yesterday he stated 
that he had never paid Hitchcock 'b e 
balance of the $8000, and that all the 
money th at he had paid him was me 
M 6. H e confessed th at he had new r 
been in possession of $8000 and th a t 
he had killed Mr. and Mrs. H itch­ 
cock in order to obtain possession of 
the deed which he knew Mr. Hitch-, 
cock had in his pocket. 
He thought 
that if he obtained the deed to the 
property in that m anner, he could 
remain in its possession. This was 
the only m aterial difference between 
tb s two confessions. The explana­ 
tions of the m anner in which the 
deed was accomplished were

I heard the per­ 
son arrested for the crime say that 
he had paid Mr. Hitchcock $8000 for 
the place and taken him and his wife 
to Santa Ana, and had left them in 
front of the l'aylor House, and that 
he and the German were to go and 
m eet them on Friday morning and if 
not there he w as to go again on Sat­ 
urday 
morning. I remember the 
Garm an saying, when asked if he 
suspected any foul play could have 
happened 
to 
M r 
and 
Mrs. 
Mrs. 
Hitchcock, 
that 
he 
did 
not kn iw, 
hut that he had paid 
them $8000 in money and drafts, and 
that something might have happened 
them. 
1 heard the German describe 
the dress Mrs. Hitchcock wore when 
she left the house. 
He said she had 
on a grey dress, a drab blouse and a 
light hat with a white feather. 
H . W. Head testified: I reside 
near Garden Grove, and am a physi­ 
cian by occupation. 
I know the de­ 
ceased*, but do not know the persons 
accused of the crim e. I heard that 
the bodies of the deceased had been 
found near my place. 
I went to 
where the bodies were and assisted to 
take them out of the grave. The first 
body took out was that of Mrs. Hitch­ 
cock. The grave was about two feet 
deep. 
The bodies showed several 
wounds about the head. They were 
afterwards removed to Santa Ana. 
The place where the bodies were 
found is about two miles from the 
Hitchcock place. 
E. J . W are testified: I reside at 
Garden Grove and am a farmer by 
occupation. Last Wednesday after­ 
noon Mr. Chaffee came to me and 
told me that he was suspicious that 
the Hitchcocks had met with foul 
play and he wanted me to go with 
him to Anaheim and see if Mr. H itch­ 
cock had gone to Los Angeles the day 
before. I went with him and saw the 
station agent, Mr. Darling, and asked 
him if he sold Mr. Hitchcock a ticket 
last Tuesday morning. 
He told me 
he had not, also that he knew Mr. 
Hitchcock well and had not seen him 
at the station. 
We then went to the 
bank at Anaheim and inquired if Mr. 
Hitchcock had deposited any money 
or papéis there, and they told us that 
Mr. Hitchcock had no money on de­ 
posit. 
We returned to Garden Grove 
Dr. Chaffee and I then went to the 
Justice of the Peace to get a w arrant 
for the Germans that were on the 
Hitchcock place, as we believed that 
they had done aw ay with the H itch­ 
cocks. W hilst on the road, and about 
40 or 50 rods from the Hitchcock’s 
house, we discovered a pool of blood 
in the road. 
Wo examined it, and 
found it was dark, thick blood. 
We 
then went to the Justice’s office and I 
entered a complaint against the per­ 
sons we suspected. They were ar­ 
rested and taken to Garden Grove. I 
saw the body of Mr. Hitchcock taken 
from the grave, but do not know who 
buried them. I saw blood on a wagon 
on the Hitchcock place. I took a 
piece that goes across the bottom of 
the wagon underneath, and it has 
blood on it. 
G. E . Bowlsboy testified: I reside 
in Los Angeles and am a carpenter 
by occupation. 
I have known the 
deceased about three years. 
I came 
to Garden Grove last Wednesday 
morning. 
In the afternoon I and my 
brother-in-law drove over to Garden 
Grove to get the mail. On Thursday 
afternoon my brother-in-law went to 
Garden Grove to have Dr. Chaffee 
come over to W estminster and he 
catee home and told us that the 
Hitchcocks wer« missing and that 


suspicion rested on the Germans, who 
hau been arrested. 
He and I then 
went to Mr. Hitchcock’s place, and 
while there I assisted in examining 
the place and in taking patterns of 
the horses’ feet and in discovering 
the blood in the bottom of the wagon. 
YVe afterwards met at the postoffice 
about 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon 
and 
started 
out in 
parties 
to 
search for the bodies. 
I and Mr. 
King and Mr. Tullan 
went down 
the west side of the 8anta Ana 
river. 
We examined the river bed us 
far as the ford below the Fifth street 
bridge and had about given up the 
search, crossed the ford and started 
for Garden Grove. 
W hen we got 
near Dr. H ead’s house we left the 
main road and drove over the field to 
see if wo could find any wagon track". 
We noticed a lot of straw lying on tie 
ground, we went to it and saw where 
a team had driven in there and turned 
round. 
I also noticed wagon tracks. 
There were a couple of old kegs lying 
in the straw. They were about half 
torn to pieces. 
I noticed fresh dirt 
a* though something had been burie.1. 
We onne to 
the conclusion that 
nothing had been staked out there 
and we dug down and found green 
grass had been covered up. 
We 
kept on digging and after going down 
about two feet, we found a board and 
some strawy 1 took ray fingers ami 
dug th ro u * 1 the straw and found the 
bodies of the deceaseds. 
I and oth­ 
ers made 
measurements 
of 
the 
horses’ tracks and the wagon tracks, 
and found that they corresponded 
with the patterns 
taken from the 
horses’ feet and the measurements of 
the wagon that belonged 
to M r. 
Hitchcock. 
Drs. C. D. Ball and H. R. Kelly 
made a post mortem examination of 
the bodies and testified—We reside in 
Santa Ana and are practicing physi­ 
cians and surgeons. 
We made a post 
mortem examination upon the bodies 
and found they had been dead four or 
five days. 
We think the wounds on 
the head were inflicted by a blunt and 
moderately sharp instrum ent. 
The jury returned the following 
verdict: That the deceased. Charles 
B. Hitchcock and Lois E . Hitchcock, 
came to their deaths by injuries to 
the head and neck inflicted with a 
blunt instrum ent at the hands of a 
person or persons unknown, and wo, 
the,jury, believe Fred Anschlag to be 
one of the said persons.

In some instances recourse has been 
had to the East for a supply of good 
farm laborers. The new immigration 
has been mostly of men with means, 
who have set enterprises in motion 
which dr.iw on the stock of labor 
already here. There is but small 
increment made to the supply by the 
newcomers. 
The South has been 
looked to for a supply of negro labor­ 
ers, and some of these people have 
come here already. 
Good, steady 
farm hands will be in active demand 
in this State from this time on; and 
there is no possible combination now 
in. sight which will bring us anything 
like an adequate supply of this neces­ 
sary element to our future progress. 


Som e of us allow the false notion to 
tgke possession of our minds that real 
property is uncommonly high in this 
part of the world. It would seem 
that property in this eclectic section 
of the greatest nation on earth would 
be worth more than that in out of the 
way corners of the globe. The pro­ 
mise of this nation’s growth is certain 
and it is brilliant. There are over 
60,000,000 of 
us now. 
We 
are 
growing 
more 
numerous 
at no 
slow pace. 
Of all parts of the 
American Union this is destined 
to be the most densely peopled spot. 
New Zealand is a remote and crude 
colony. We do not mean remote 
from our standpoint merely. That 
island of the antipodes is remote 
from every place. Auckland is a city 
of ahont the same population as Los 
Angeles, and it is the largest place in 
New Zealand. A copy of the Herald, 
published at Auckland,[fell under our 
eye tho other day. Here are two of 
a long list of advertisements of real 
property found in its columns: 
Five acres excellent volcanic land, 
situated in the Epsom District, all 
well fenced. Price, only £000. 
Pretty suburban villa residence, to­ 
gether with four acres rich volcanic 
land, in good cultivation ; house con 
t tins seven rooms. 
There is also a 
good stable and buggy house. Price, 
only £750. 
The first bit of unimproved land is 
held at $600 per acre. 
The second 
little residence comes to a lump sum 
of $3750. Now, land can be hail near 
this city for $000 an acre. 
And one 
can get a little suburbap home for 
$3500 to $4000. Los Angeles, remem­ 
ber, has the United States at its 
back. New Zealand has nothing but 
its own comparatively paltry self. 


T h e r e are more than five thousand 
delinquent tax-payers in L o h Angeles 
county this year, while in Santa 
Clara county there are less than two 
hundred. Probably about the same 
proportion would be found in the 
number of mortgages and other evi­ 
dences of indebtedness. 
That is one 
great advantage possessed by our 
people over the people in the land of 
booms.—[San Jose Herald.

Before resuming the trial of the 
Moore case yesterday Judge Cheney 
instructed the Sheriff to exclude all 
boys from the court-room, stating 
th at he had noticed several in the au 
dience on Friday, and th at while the 
defendant was entitled to a public 
trial, yet the court-room was no place 
for boys, and especially during the 
trial of a case of the character of that 
before the court. 
Laura Moore was the first witness 
introduced. 
She testified: I 
was 
born in the State of Georgia. I hav 
always been called Laura Moore, 
but my true name is Laura Gilbert. 
W hen two years old, m y mother, a 
widow, married Mr. Moore, and 1 
have since lived with Mr. Moore and 
his mother in Georgia, Texas, and in 
Los Angeles. 
My mother died when 
I was four years old. 
I lived under 
the Denison hotel in October laHt. 
Papa kept a fruit store there. I gen- 
^erally staid in the store and waited 011 
customers. 
1 have lived with Mr. 
Moore about three years altogether 
since my mother died. 
lie married 
again after my mother died, but 1 did 
not live with them . 
We used to sleep 
on a three-quarter bed and a cot 
which was at night unfolded and 
placed behind the bed. 
I occupied 
the cot and papa the bed. 
In the day 
tim e the cot was always folded up, 
1 never had improper relations with 
Mr. Moore. 
Cross-examination— W hen we re­ 
tired the cot and bed were placed 
side by side. 
The room was small, 
and very little longer than the bed. 
Mr. Moore’s last wife died about two 
years ago, after which time Í went to 
live with him. 
Wo moved 
from 
Texas to Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Watson 
came to my room the day papa was 
arrested. 
I took her to my room and 
showed her our sleeping apartm ents, 
the bed and the cot. 
She asked me 
if Mr. Moore was my father and I told 
her yes. 
H . C. Moore was next called, and 
on his own behalf said : 
1 was e n ­ 
gaged in the fruit business at .314 
tíouth Main street at the time J was 
arrested. 
I had been there about 
three m onths. Prior to that 1 was 
engaged in business near the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad depot. 
J.aura 
anti myself slept in the room back of 
the store. 
When we first went there 
she used the bed and I the cot, but 
we afterwards changed, for the reason 
th a t the cot was too short for me. 
We never did.occupy the same bed. 
I never had any improper relations 
with Laura. 
L have been married 
twice. 
My first wife's name was Gil­ 
bert. 
Laura is her danghter and was 
about 2 years old when 1 married her. 
She js not my daughter; I never had 
any children. 
Laura lived witji my 
m other after my first wife died. 
I 
afterwards married a second time and 
moved to Gainsville, Tex. 
Cross-exam ination: The cot was 
folded up every morning and the bed 
pushed against the wall. 
I did not 
know what I was arrested for at the 
time Smith read the charge. 
He told 
me it was incest, but 1 did not know 
what th at meant. 
I asked him sev­ 
eral times w hat the word m eant, hut 
he said he did not know. 
A. J . Viucent testified: I was culled 
to exam ine the room where the de­ 
fendant lived, after his arrest. 
I 
found a three-quarter bed on one side 
of the room and a cot folded up and 
standing behind it. There was some 
bed-clothing on the bed and a roll of 
double blankets lying on the foot. 
The defense here rested their case. 
Fred Smith bein¿ called in rebuttal 
testified: 
I read the w arrant to the 
defendant in his stand at the time of 
the arrest. He asked me what incest 
m eant, and I told him I did not know 
myself. On the way to the police 
s ation I told him w hat it m eant. 
He 
asked me several times to explain. 
After I told him what the charge was 
I asked him if the girl was his daugh­ 
ter, and ho said yes. 
Cross-examination: 
I had an un­ 
derstanding with M rs. W atson that 
after 1 should arrest Moore she would 
go in and work up evidence by con­ 
versing with Laura. 
I looked back 
w hen we got to the Howard house 
and nodded to Mrs. NVatson to go in.

In reply to my question as to 
whether Mr. Moore was her real 
father, she replied indignantly, “ Cer­ 
tainly he is.” I explained the nature 
of the charge.

It is announced as original, but sounds 
familiar and French-like.

Up to Garrick’s time the explicit 
stage direction, “The Ghost of Banquo 
rises and sits in Macbeth’s place,” 
had been religiou.-ly obeyed, and the 
effect plainly rendered before the 
eyes of the audience. Since that 
opinion has been divided, as the 
actor, misled by the commentators, 
appears to think he has the option of 
playing the scene either in the 
oflginal manner or according to 
the tenets of modern philosophy. 
This is a huge mistake. Shakes­ 
peare does not lend himself to modern 
methods of illustration, as we can 
very plainly see by the ill done in lav­ 
ishing excessive scenic detail upon a 
drama, es-entially one of the vaguest 
background. 
Phelps at Sadler’s 
Wells (May, 1844) and Charles Kean 
at the Princess’ (February, 1853), 
wise in their generation, stuck loy­ 
ally to the Shakespearian mandate. 
In Kean’s revival the method pur­ 
sued in the mounting ef the banquet 
scene was generally considered to 
materially augment the effect. The 
rudely-garbed roysterers feasting at 
the table were set off at the front and 
sides by a series of arch-supporting 
columns, attached to which were the 
torches, whose unearthly flickerings 
gave the scene its necessary wierd- 
ness. 
The ghost 
of 
Banquo 
made its first appearance through 
an aperture in a table in the back­ 
ground, situated beneath a balcony of 
minstrels; subsequently one of the 
more prominent pillars became trans­ 
parent and revealed the shade in its 
interior,

“The effect of the apparition is per­ 
fectly novel, as far as our experience 
of stage matters extends, and has 
evidently been inspired by a poetic 
feeling. There is some’hing more 
than melodramatic mechanism in the 
invention and contrivance of such an 
incident. The dazzling illumination 
of the head avoids much that is un­ 
pleasant in the usual representation 
of the gashes on the brow, and pre­ 
serves the sublimity of terror proper 
to a supernatural appearance. It is 
altogether in taste.—[The Gentleman’s 
Magazinq.

The term C atarrh Is applied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils aud adjacent ports 
w hich prevails to iui alarm ing ex ten t, and is productive of very serious consequences. 
1 h e m o st p ro m in e n t a n d c h a ra c te ris tic fe a tu re íb a m o rb id d isc h a rg e fro m th e heack 
v a ry in g in its n a tu r e ut d ill'e re u t tim e s. 
In some there is un alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, b u to fte n e ra n offen­ 
sive, puruleiu or m uco-puiulcnt, greenish v el low m atter is secreted, whi« h accum ulates 
in the nostrils or drops into the th ro at, necessitating its freq u en t rem oval by blowing 
th e nose or expect ration, and often by botn processes. Sometim es p atients feel hs 
though th eir w hole head was in a state of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of m atter 
discharged and so netnl is its odor. T lie p atien t is greatly annoyed bv th e constant drop­ 
ping in to th e th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e head, aud us a recum bent posiMt n 
naturally favors the flow dow nw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie w ith the head very m uch elevated in order to sleep with 
som e degree of com fort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind .and above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between the th ro at and head, adhering to ihe parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration nnd creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in th e afl'eeted locality, w hich gives rise to a co n stan t an d alm ost irresistible 
desire to relieve the discom fort by draw ing the nun u s into the throat so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. .TIiíb practice, popu nrlv know n as “ haw king," is chnraeJi ristic of C atarrh, 
am i p roves.as em barrassing t . th e one afl'eeted, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, the offensive m atter hardens and deposits itself on th e m em brane in tlie 
shape of dry, hard concretions, w hich arc discharged by the way of the nostrils or throat 
in lum ps or fragm ents of a deep greca tint.

sniffling quality. Oftentim es there is a con tin noun hoam ehess an d discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritatio n in the th ro at, and frequent attem p ts to clear th e parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound “ liein’’ m ore or le s s forcibly. 
In som e cases p atien ts com

they have to swallow frequently. Others again speak of a constant buu or uuuseous taste 
in th e m outh and throat.

•eye took in a bewildering vista of 
vineyards and orange groves, grain 
fields and long grassy plains stretching 
aw ay to the sea shore, where the 
waters of the Pacific on a clear day 
w ere plainly visible. 
Back from the 
house the eye took in another view no 
leBH pleasing. 
It was the entrance to 
a grand old cafion that ran back m any 
m iles th r nigh th e m ountains.

h a p p y ; no useless longing after the 
lo st wealth and estates.

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PREVENTIVE MEDICINE 


Progress Made in the ¡Sci­ 
ence of Epidemiology. 


THK ETIOLOGY OF DISEASE. 


Am In terest ins: Address to the 
London Epidem iological Society 
By D r. Thorne Thorne. 


In dealing with th e subject in his 
inaugural address to the Epidemio. 
logical Society, yesterday evening 
the President, Dr. Thorne Thorne, ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at there were 
bat few phases in the great progress 
which had m arked the Victorian era 
that had had a greater effect for good 
than th a t which, had been concerned 
with im provements affecting public 
health, and that intelligent action in 
thin direction had been largely based 
on the development of preventive 
medicine and epidemiology. 
Up to 
the date of the Queen's accession the 
first requisite to a proper understand­ 
ing of the etiology of disease—namely, 
the registration of 
the causes of 
death —was wanting, and to this was 
largely due to the fact that, while 
epidemics wrought widespread havoc, 
men in their helpless ignorance could 
b u t associa e th eir causation with 
telluric and meteoric influences and 
the like. 
W ith 1836 came the civil registra­ 
tion of deaths, and at once some in­ 
sight was acquired as to the influence 
o f disease on age, sex, conditiou of 
life and locality. 
At the clo<e of 
1839 it was.found th at 30,819 had died 
of smallpox during the preceeding 
eighteen m onths. 
Between 1838 and 
1840 the scarlet fever deaths rose from 
5802 to 19,816, and this was imme­ 
diately followed by a terrible death- 
roll due to “ fever,” a generic term 
including all our continued fevers. 
Exam i nation of the incidence of there 
diseases tanght some first lessons as 
to their causes, and it was soon found 
that 
in English towns and cities 
the general mortality was greater by 
44 per cent than in country districts, 
an a th at this excess was 
largely 
capable of remedy. 
Tracing the his­ 
tory of certain preventable diseases 
during the past fifty years as typical 
of the progress made, smallpox was 
first discussed. In 1836 it had been 
noticed th at the distribution of that 
disease was disturbed both by the pro­ 
tection which some derived from 
Jenner’s great Discovery of the pre­ 
vious century, and by the artificial 
diffusion of the malady which accom­ 
panied the then practice of inocula­ 
tion. 
Study of these influences led to 
the adoption in 1840 of the system of 
public vaccination, by which “ all 
persons” could claim to be vaccinated 
at the public cost, and it was reserved 
to this era to extend and elaborate 
th a t system u der the vaccination acta 
passed between 1853 and 1871. 
The effect of these various statutes 
was discussed, and it w*as shown that 
whereas in the quinquennium 1838-42 
th e small-pox mortality of England 
was 57.2 per 100,000 living, it steadily 
fell to 14.4 during the period 186V69, 
an achievement without parallel in 
the history of sanitary medicine. But 
a severe shock was received by the 
sudden rise during the period 1870 74 
to a rate of 42.7, and it became clear 
that in the face of the potent infection 
imported during the Franco-German 
war the people had not obtained the 
full protective value of vaccination. 
Discussing the various causes of this 
fatal epidemic, Dr. Thorne Thorne al­ 
luded to the im m unity to attack from 
infection, which is believed to be in­ 
herited by the offspring of those who 
have themselves suffered from certain 
infectious fevers, and he though it 
possible that, just as the Fiji islanders 
were decimated by measles, against 
w hich they h a d acquired no sort of 
heredity, so the people of this country 
lacked, in the face of a poison of ex­ 
ceptional virulence, and by reason of 
th e ir ancestry being vaccinated, that 
partial protection against smallpox 
w hich they m ight otherwise have in­ 
herited. 
But the most im portant out­ 
come of that epidemic had been the 
researches of Dr. Buchanan, who had 
abundantly proved that the potency of 
a comparatively recent vaccination 
can hardly be exaggerated, and who 
had clearly indicated how the protec­ 
tion can be most efficiently obtained. 
W ith improved practice in this re­ 
spect the smallpox death-rate has 
ag&iq continuously decreased, until in 
the five year, 1880-84, it stood at 6.5 
per 100,000, a far sm aller rate than 
any attained since records of this fatal 
disease were commenced. 
In dealing with typhus fever, its 
wide diffusions in our large towns and 
cities during the earlier portions of 
her M ajesty’s reign wore recalled, and 
it was explained how its association 
with the crowding together of houses 
on area and of people in dwellings 
was gradually learned, these condi­ 
tions being invariably associated with 
a state of destitution, and leading to 
that fouling of air breathed which re­ 
sults from the concentration of the 
emanations 
from 
hum an 
bodies. 
Turning to London, Mr. (now Sir 
John) 
Simon’s 
graphic 
descrip­ 
tions 
of 
the 
city 
courts 
and 
alleys were referred to, there being at 
that time dense populations living in 
an atmosphere scarcely respira ble for 
its closeness, and surrounded by an 
influence so degrading that to chil- 
dien born under its curse it must 
have been “ a very baptism into in­ 
fam y.” 
In such places typhus was 
found to be an habitual pestilovr-e, 
and from their m idst our fever w -rds 
were filled. Gradually the fact was 
recognized th at the great enemy to 
typhus was free movement of air, and 
the principle being established, groat 
efforts were made to give effect to it. 
Then came the wholesale destruc­ 
tion of unhealthy property, the carry­ 
ing of great thoroughfares through 
the densest aggregations of houses, 
and the opening up of breathing- 
_ tees—a task to which the Metro­ 
politan Board of Works has already 
devoted over £14,000,000. 
And as 
typhus haunts and unhealthy 
_ wellings were dem olished some m u­ 
ttons have been spent by official and 
* 
official bodies in erecting whole- 
homes for artisans and labor- 
Until 1869 typhus was not sepa­ 
* from the deaths due to the con- 
~d fevers generally, buf before 
‘ date a substantial redaction of 
from fever had already been 
tsd. and whereas in that year 
typli ub death rate for England 
; 1.9 per 10,0(K), it had now fallen 


twenty years ago over 2000 typhus 
were annually taken in London 
pitáis; now the number at the out- 
amounted to a few dozen. In much 
game way the story of Liverpool 
was discussed, but with all its 
. 
; that city has never recovered 
íerribly immigration into it during 


the Irish famine of a starving and fe­ 
ver-stricken people, and its houses, 
densely built together, back to back 
and overcrowded, still formed the 
principal centre for typhus in Eng­ 
land. Coming next to typhoid fever, 
special prominence was given to the 
great results which followed on the 
final 
differentiation 
of this 
dis­ 
ease from typhus by Sir 
William 
Jenner. Then, for the first time, the 
different causes of the two diseases 
was understood, and then it was that, 
th e needed reinedv could be applied 
intelligently. 
It was ston also recog­ 
nized th at the typhoid was due to 
specific infection which 
found its 
nidus in conditions b "ought about bv 
failure to deal properly with the solid 
and liquid refuse of populations. And, 
later on, the operation of the infection 
was traced to channels obscure and 
hitherto uninspected, but it always

neces­ 
sary, in the 
intersts 
of 
health, 
always to 
regard 
as 
potentially 
poisonous to man. Then came Dr. 
B allard’s discoverv of the communi­ 
cation of typhoid through the aeencv 
of a milk supply; frozen creams ami 
spices were found to act as vehicles of 
the infection : interm :ttent water ser­ 
vice led to its distrih -tion ; and the 
potency of the infection was found to 
pueh that, even when present in 
potable water in quantities that were 
infinitesimal and altogether hevond 
th e reach of discovery bv chemistrv 
or physics, it conld. as in the Cater- 
ham epidemic, lead to widespread 
disaster. 
On the lines indicated by these va­ 
rious discoveries action was widely 
taken, and at the present moment the 
expenditure of this country on sm i- 
tarv work aimed essentially at the re­ 
moval of conditions favorable to this 
and allied diseases reaches a sum of 
over £8,000,000 per annum . 
Steadily 
w ith this expenditure have the deaths 
from this tvphohl fever diminished, 
and between. 1869 and the present 
date 
the 
rate 
per 
10 000 
has 
fallen from 
3.9 
to 
1.7. In 
a 
sim ilar 
wav 
the 
progress 
of 
our knowledge in the 
prevention 
of scarlet fever, diphtheria, phthisis, 
and cholera was considered, and espe­ 
cial prominence was given to Mr. 
Power’s recent, researches as to the 
connection which 
existed between 
scarlet fever in man and a correspond­ 
ing disease in milch cows. 
There 
was mnch reason to believe that we 
were on the verge of imoortant dis­ 
coveries as to the dependence of dis­ 
ease in m an on affections of the lower 
anim als, and that, these m ight clear 
up many points of obscurity attaching 
to the origin of infection. ’ 
In scarlet fever Dr. Klein 
dis­ 
covered a definite 
micro-organism 
common 
to 
m an and 
the cow. 
D iphtheria was known to have cer­ 
tain relations to an allied animal 
disease, and 
many observers 
be­ 
lieved that phthisis in man had con­ 
cern with the use as food of the fl°sh 
and milk of tnberculous animals *>f 
the bovin» tribe. 
The stnrv of the 
past fifty years was >ue in which the 
principles of preventive medicine had 
step b) step be=n unraveled and ap­ 
plied to the saving of human life. 
The actual sources of disease had 
been laid bare, and in the case of 
m any communicable affections their 
cause had been traced to organisms, 
definite in character, alwavs breeding 
true, and having known habitats. 
The results were shown by the signifi­ 
cant lessening of the general mortality 
and the marked reduction in the 
death-rates of the more preventable 
diseases; results which involved as a 
natural consequence an 
improved 
vitality among the living.—[London 
Times.

At a recent meeting of the Boston 
Homeopathic Medical Society, Dr. L. 
A. Philips read a paper on “ The Rela­ 
tion of Public Schools to H ealth,” in 
w hich he s a id : 
The fact that the health of a large 
and increasing proportion of the well- 
educated girls or young ladies of the 
present day is by some cause more or 
less seriously impaired before the no 
ccs8ary course of study is completed, 
is too evident and too generally recog­ 
nized to require proof or demonstra­ 
tion at my hands. To physicians, 
however, this condition of things is 
more decidedly 
apparent than to 
others, and we find the effects in 
m any cases so serious as to render 
the education of little practical value 
or satistaction, and to wholly unfit 
the victim for the duties and enjov 
m eats of life in any sphere, domestic 
or otherwise. To assume that the 
school life is in itself responsible for 
all the ill-health developed during its 
continuance would be obviously un­ 
reasonable and 
absurd, but, after 
1 eliminating all cases in which out­ 
] side conditions and influences unfav- 
| orable to health are or m ay be re­ 
* sponsible, we still find a very consid­ 
erable number—too 
many to be 
classed as exceptional eases—in which 
serious and ofttimes life-long injury 
results, from the work required at 
school. 
It has been assumed by some em i­ 
nent scientists and physicians that 
the long-continued close application 
and the tax upon the mental and 
nervous forces necessary to the re­ 
quirem ents of a liberal education are 
inconsistent with women’s 
nature, 
and must, therefore, prove destruc­ 
tive to natural, healthful conditions. 
This I believe to bn a false and un­ 
w arranted assumption! The cause of 
injury to health lies neither in inabil­ 
ity on account of sex nor the am ount 
of education, but in the methods or 
m anner in which it is obtained, and 
more still in the utter disregard of 
physical conditions and physical de­ 
velopment. 
Up to twelve or thirteen 
years of age children ure not gener 
ally, I think, required to do mor • 
than is consistent with health, and 
their leisure time is * usually spent, 
as it should be. in active physical ex­ 
ercise or rest and sl>*ep; but from 
the gram mar school upward, increa - 
ing with each step forward, stim ula­ 
ting the children to the greatest pos­ 
sible effort, cram ming tlrern with the 
largest amount and greatest variety 
of material, less for any practical use 
or value than for the i>eriodieal ex­ 
am ination, seems to l>e the chief, if 
not the only aim. They are all treated 
as so many pieces of clay, all to be 
moulded to exactly the same size and 
form, all to do and know exactly the 
same things, and the prodigy in eaeli 
branch of study often bel I up as the 
standard by which all must be meas 
ured. These, together with the in­ 
fluence of ambition, combined to push 
the classes, as a whole, up to 
the 
highest possible speed. If in perfect 
health, without interruption, this can 
generally be endured, but» necessi­ 
tates an amount of work which leaves 
very little time for anythi g else. 
I have no doubt the work demanded 
in alm ost any school can be doue 
without 
seriously overtaxing 
the 
pupils, if they have perfect, uninter­ 
rupted h e a lth ; but in this very con­ 
dition lies the difference between the 
girls as a class and the boys. 
At the 
time the high pressure’ at school 
begins to be applied, the girls are just 
entering upon what is justly termed 
“ the first critical age”—the age of 
puberty—when the child is being 
transformed into the woman. Now, 
not only physicians, 
but observ­ 
ant people generally, 
realize the 
great 
nervous 
disturbances, 
the 
inability to endure trials, and the ne­ 
cessity for care and special regard for 
health in every way, in women at the 
second critical age. 
Very few recog­ 
nize these same conditions and needs 
in the child, but they exist, neverthe 
less, and the chauge and development 
which uature is effecting demand 
much nervous force aud energy, and 
if these are exhansted or diverted by 
any continuous and excessive mental 
effort, imperfect or incomplete de­ 
velopment 
and 
derangements 
of 
functions .essential to health will in 
many instances resu lt; hardly a week 
passes without bringing to my per­ 
sonal 
observation 
one or 
more 
cases of this kind. 
Not only is this 
fact generally ignored by educators, 
but because many physicians are im- 
jierfect observers, who rarly, if ever, 
take pains to learn the real condition 
of their patients, much less the causes 
remote and direct, only a portion of 
the medical profession realize it, and 
we find in this the secret of the pain, 
the debility, the life-long periodical 
suffering-' with which m any of these 
girls find themselves afflicted in after 
life. Girls demand a modification of 
the inflexible, continuous, high pres­ 
sure system which may be endured, 
perhaps, by most iioys, as 
im- 
pairemeut of health in a large pro­ 
portion of cases will otherwise result 
In closing, Dr. Phillips s a iJ : 
In 
offering some few suggestions for the 
better protection of health in 
the 
schools, I would not for an instant 
presume to advise or instruct the edu­ 
cators how their work should be done; 
this is a task for which they only are 
com petent, and one the great difficul­ 
ty of which we recognize. 
But we 
must, nevertheless, dem and a modifi­ 
cation of the existing requirements in 
sotuo way, that relief may be afforded 
to the overtaxed nerves of our school 
girls, especially during 
the years 
when the danger of perm anent injury 
is so great. 
Knowing that the seem­ 
ing disregard for health, on the part 
of the school authorities and teachers, 
is not due to wilful neglect, but the 
because that, in their zeal for the men­ 
tal development of the children, they 
have failed to realize th a t they had a 
duty in any other direction, or that 
any injury was resulting from existing 
conditions: believing that they are 
not only willing, but desirous of doing 
whatever will be for the highest good 
and most perfect development of those 
under their care, and trusting that tho 
evidence presented will convince them 
that something should be done in this 
m atter, I will venture to suggeat di­ 
rections in which the desired reform 
seems to me possible, hoping others 
will add other and perhaps better sug­ 
gestions, and that with these o u rr 
school men may construct a plan( 
which will save m any of the girls of 


V.8J.nK S erratio n fr0m the chronic 
invalidism which m ust surely result 
from a continuation of the present 
system. 
First—A distribution of the required 
study over a longer period of time, 
rhis, it may be claimed, is now and 
bas been the privilege of each and all 
students or their parents; but while 
this may be nominally so, practically 
it is not 9o; for with class associations 
and jp-aded divisions the humiliation 
of being sot back a whole year and 
into a lower class because tho work 
required is a little too much, makes 
such a course almost impossible to 
the sort of children who are in most 
danger of injury. 
S econd-L onger vacations for girls 
at this critical age, i. p ., between 
twelve ftnd_ sixteen. 
I have felt it 
necessary in numerous instances to 
order this relief, and despite the dis­ 
appointment. and chagrin it. usuallv 
occasions, I have scon as a result 
almost invariable * improvement, in 
health. 
Give these 
physiological 
changes a chance to take place, as 
nature intended and as future health 
demands, and not exhaust the ner­ 
vous forces to such an extent that 
development 
is 
impossible. 
Six 
months of «tndy in a year during this 
Period is all thev can safely endure. 
T have found that tho last.two months 
of the school year break the healtli’of 
more girb’ than the other eight. 
Third—Let me ask is it necessary, 
fs it reasonable to prescribe and en­ 
force the same course and exactly 
the pame branches of a stndv upon 
all. irrespective of mental differences 
and individuaj tastes and neculiari- 
ties? Cannot elective courscshe made 
practicable, at least after some defi­ 
nite noint is reached, at which the 
capabilities and inclinations of the 
individual are generally apnnront? 
Do not comnel children to snond time 
and strength upon that, which it is 
evident thev can never use or en­ 
jov. 
It is being dem onstrated more 
and more forciblv everv year that 
onlv those who applv themselves to 
one line of work, and that, the one for 
which their individual tastes and 
ahilitv especiadv fit them , are notablv 
successful or accomplish much in anv 
walk of life. 
The ppnoral direction 
taken bv each individual should, it 
seems to me. bo recognized and re­ 
spected in school training, and when 
it ip. there will he fewer disappointed 
and more successful men and women. 
Fourth—T,et intelligent, systematic, 
physical training have a place and an 
allotted time in everv school, from the 
kindergarten to the university. 
L»t 
it he as much a requisite for the 
tpacher to know how to direct this ex­ 
ercise as to solve an algebraic prob­ 
lem. or else emnlov a special instruc­ 
tor. who shall devote his whole time 
to a num ber of classes, and let. this 
training he adapted, as it, is in our 
best gymnasiums, toindividual needs 
Develop the weak parts and thus pro­ 
curo sym m etry. strength, endurance, 
beabh. and with tbpcp the ability to 
do more and better m ental work at 
the aqmo time. 
Finally, let us. as individuals, as

METHODS OF LAND PIRATES. 


*A Very Lively ami j)rnsliiug Paper 
From the Hands of the Hon. 
George W. Julian. 


The following scathing and crash­ 
ing exposó of the m ethods of land 
stealing under Republicanism will lie 
read with interest. 
If is from the 
pen of Mr. Julian, Surveyor-General 
of New Mexico. 
Mr. Julian says: 
In the October num ber of the 
North American Review, Stephen W. 
Dorsey makes w hat he calls a 
joinder” to my article on “ Land 
Stealing in New Mexico.” I find it a 
palpable misnomer, for he does rot 
attem pt to reply to the mass of facts 
which 
constitute 
my 
indictm ent 
against the rogues of this Territory 
A brief notice of his performance may, 
however, be deemed proper. In some 
respects Mr. Dorsey is a formidable 
antagonist, 
lie once held a seat in 
the 
National 
Senate 
from 
the 
State of Arkansas, where he will 
long In? remembered as the genius 
who happily blended in himself the 
traits both of the carpet-bagger and 
the scalawag. 
He has held ‘high 
places and wielded large powers as a 
party leader. 
He has shown uncom­ 
mon ability in exploiting the mail ser­ 
vice of the United States and eluding 
the hands of justice. 
Probably no 
man in the Union is so thoroughly 
► acquainted wi’li the whole business 
of ‘‘land stealing.” In this interest­ 
ing field of activity I believe he has 
a national reputation as an expert. 
His selection as the apologist and de­ 
fender of the tribe of which ho is the 
acknowledged chief, is therefore al­ 
together appropriate, and their cause 
will have to be abandoned as utterly 
hop doss if he is not able to defend it. 
Mr. Dorsey damages his case in the 
outset by his had temper. 
It is not a 
sym ptom of innocence. 
His personal 
abuse is too fervant and emotional. 
He should have remembered th at the 
spaniel under the lush only yelps 
when it is touchingly applied. The 
article to which he pretends to reply 
was dispassionately written. 
I only 
referred to individuals where my task 
made it necessary, dealing entirely in 
facts; and if Mr. Dorsey had kept 
cool, and applied himself honestly to 
the 
work of answering them , lie 
m ight havo had the sym pathy, if not 
the respect, of the public. 
Ho also weakens his case by drag­ 
ging party politics into the discussion. 
He has don--this without any provo­ 
cation whatever. 
His efforts to show 
th a t Democrats, as well as Republi­ 
cans, are involved in the exposures I 
have made, is not a response to any­ 
thing I said. 
I have 110 dispute with 
him on that- point. My article is tho­ 
roughly iv n-partisan. In overhauling 
th e frauds conceded with Sp.mi h 
, aud 
Mexican 
grants 
in 
New 
Mexico, 
I 
struck right and left, 
pursuing every uglv 
fact- into its 
liiding place, without the least con­ 
cern as to w hether it would ' tain age 
this party or that. 
I think the pur­ 
pose of Mr. Dor-ey in thus wandering 
away from the real issue is perfectly 
transparent. 
H e has become tired 
of hanging 011 the outer wall of poli­ 
tics and hopes to regain his lost place 
of power in the Republican party. 
I 
sympathise with him in his distress, 
b ut lie will find himself utterly dis­ 
appointed. The days of his political 
glorv are past, because, as I am con­ 
vinced, the leaders and masses of all 
parties regard him as hopelessly pil­ 
loried before the nation as a Star 
Route tliief. 
He smells of the peni­ 
tentiary, and no fumigation is possi­ 
ble. To every honest m an in the 
Republic the mere mention of his 
nam e suggests the striped costume of 
f t the crew whose fellowship he escaped 
1 
through the miscarriage of 
public 
justice. 
1 
Mr. Dorsey damages his case still 
more fatally'by his absolute reckless­ 
ness in dealing with m atters of fact. 
In attacking mo personally he suc­ 
ceeds in misaiug the truth in every 
statem ent he makes. 
In pretending 
to give my pedigree, for instance, he 
says that nearly fifty years ago I was 
elected to office as a pro-slavery Dem­ 
ocrat, and th at, defeated for re-elec­ 
tion, I left my party. 
He also says 
th a t after I had posed as a Free Soiler 
I 
became 
a Conservative Whig. 
These ridiculous statements will only 
provoke the 
laughter of my old 
friends. 
He knows that after begin­ 
ning my political life as a W hig I be­ 
came a mem her and a leader of the 
Free 
Soil 
party 
in 
1848, 
and 
so continued till it was merged 
with 
the 
Republican 
party 
in 
1856; and th at I remained in that 
party till the Greeley campaign of 
1872, when I joined its fathers and 
fpunders in walking out of it on ac­ 
count of its shameless misdeeds, in 
which Mr. Dorsey was disgracefully 
conspicuous. 
He says th at “ in my 
eye, there was no public crime of 
which Ulysses S. 
G rant was not 
guilty,” and th at to his personal 
know ledge I denounced General Gar­ 
field at eveyy cross-road in Indiana, 
as a 
“ thief,” a “ bribe-taker,” a 
“ bribe-giver,” and a “ perjurer.” The 
extravagance of these statem ents de­ 
stroys them , an 1 Mr. Dorsey knew 
them to be bare fabrications when he 
penned them . I have in past years 
criticised the adm inistration of Gen­ 
eral G rant and some of the acts of 
General Garfield, but in doing so I 
did not appear in the role of a black­ 
guard, in which Mr. Dorsey is always 
a very shining figure. I refer to these 
and kindred fabrications about myself 
sololy as illustrations of the marvel­ 
ous bent of his mind towards the 
habit of lying, and not by any means 
in self defense. 
In this case Mr. 
Dorsey is the defendant and culprit, 
and I ‘frankly confess myself hopeless­ 
ly lost if 1 need to bo defended against 
any conceivable charges em anating 
lrom such a source. They can only 
tend to enthrone m e in the hearts of 
all honest men.

H e asserts that m ainly through my 
exertions nearly 400 citizens of Now 
Mexico have 
been indicted 
for 
laud frauds, and th at every m an tried 
has 
been 
acquitted. 
H e 
says, 
“ There is not a grain- or shadow of 
truth th a t there has been, or are now’, 
frauds committed to any extent in 
New Mexico under the homestead and 
preemption laws.” Mr. Dorsey makes 
Gulliver respectable. As to his “ 400 
citizens of New Mexico,” (if there 
were so many) he knows th at I had 
nothing whatever to do with their in­ 
dictm ent, and that this was the work 
of the Grand Juries, aided by the Dis­ 
trict Attorney and the special agents 
of the Government. He knows, also, 
th a t quite a number of these men 
were convicted, and th at the groat 
body of them escaped solely through 
the saving grace of the statute of. 


limitation. 
which 
innocent 
men 
would not have pleaded. 
The proof 
of their guilt was am ple, and no maD 
knows this better than Mr. Dora-y, 
who is exceedingly fam iliar with the 
work of acquiring title to the public 
lands through the perjury and suborn­ 
ation of perjury of scullions and dum ­ 
mies employed for this service. 
In 
this prostitution of our land laws to 
the base uses of theft and plunder, 
I do not speak at random, but 
the authority of ascertained facts, 
shall only refer to the proceedings 
of a single term of

States Court held in Santa Fe last 
spring. On the trial o numerous per­ 
ries for perjury and subornation of 
perjury in procuring land titles, and 
conspiracy to defraud the Government 
through the corrupt use of our land 
laws, 
eighty-eight persons availed 
themselves of the statute of limitations 
and thus confessed their guilt. The 
testimony developed the fact that 
many of these men had been paid 
from five to ten dollars each to sign 
certain title papers, and that they 
never 
saw* 
the 
land 
and never 
attem pted to occupy or improve it. 
while 
the 
men 
who 
hired 
them 
to 
swear 
falsely 
so'd 
the 
tracts 
to 
an 
Iowa 
cattle 
company. All this is well known to 
Mr. Dorsey, and that these men 
would not Lave escajied the peniten­ 
tiary if tho Republican officials of the 
Territory had done their duty in se­ 
curing indictm ents in season. 
But 
Mr. Dorsey says “ there is not a grain 
or shadow of truth ’ in tho charge 
that land frauds have been committed 
in New Mexico “ to any extent.” In 
speaking of an accomplished scoun­ 
drel of the last, century, Thomas Car­ 
lyle says: 
“ There was not truth 
enough in him to make a real lie of.” 
I eu«pect that Mr. Dorsey is his lineal 
descendant. 
But hear him further. In speaking 
of the right of the citizen to take 160 
acres of land, and pay for it as desig­ 
nated by law at the rate of $2.25 per 
acre, he says: “ l'he person entering 
thin land must swear that he is doing 
it for his own use and benefit, and 
not with the view of selling it.” This 
is true, but in the cases just cited, 
which are mere samples of New Mex­ 
ican frauds, the men who pretended 
to enter their tracts swore falsely, and 
the lands passed at once into the 
clutches of a cattle company, just 
Mr.

he 
defends 
his disgraceful 
perversion of 
the 
pre-emption law. 
He says: “ Before 
the title passes to the pre-em ptor he 
pays the Government the price of the 
land,” and that “ the Government is 
not defrauded.” It is true the Gov­ 
ernm ent does not lose the price of the 
land, and. therefore, aocording to this 
logic, if Mr. Dorsey can hire one hun­ 
dred middle-men for a few* dollars 
each to acquire that m any quarter 
sections of land by perjury, and con­ 
vey them to him*, it is a legitimate 
business. The pre-emption law, it is 
true, only perm its one person to ac 
quire"on í hundred and sixty acres of 
land, but on the Dorsey plan he can 
acquire one hundred thousand, and 
that law thus becomes the instrum ent 
t >rough which tho great curse of 
monopoly, which it w ai designed 
0 prevent, is fastened upon the coun­ 
try. 
Everybody knows that the pre­ 
emption law subordinates the question 
of revenue to the policy of actual set­ 
tlem ent and tillage in sm all home­ 
steads. 
W hen it was passed, in 1841, 
th e Tioasury was full to overflowing 
from the proceeds of sales of the pub­ 
lic lands in large bodies for specula­ 
tive purposes, thus finally hindering 
the settlem ent and development of 
th e country. 
After a long wrangle 
in Cougress our ugly “ surplus” was 
divided among the States and we 
entereil upon a new dispensation, in­ 
spired by the purpose thereafter to 
dedicate the public lands to the u»e 
of the landless men who would 
personally 
appropriate 
them 
in 
lim ited allotments. 
Not revenue, 
but the settlem ent 
of the lands 
was the dominating policy; aud this 
was afterwards still more strongly 
emphasized in the passage of the 
homestead law*. But the moral vision 
of Air. Dorsey sees nothing wrong in 
nullifying both these laws, and m ak­ 
ing them the engines of monopoly and 
robbery, through the detestable agen­ 
cies of bribery and perjury. As I have 
shown, he denies, absolutely, th at any 
frauds have been committed under 
them in New Mexico, and then braz­ 
enly defends the very villuinies I have 
charged upon him and his kind. Such 
is the gospel of “ land stealing” ac­ 
cording to St. Stephen. It is Dorsey- 
ism , pure and simple, in its unveiled 
ghastliness; and I turn a#ay from it 
anti mercifully draw the curtain over 
it while I proceed with my task. 
He asserts that I have charged the 
Supremo Court of the United States 
with joining hands with th e# plunder­ 
ers of the public domain. * There is 
not a sentence or word in my article 
which can bo tortured into any such 
meaning, and Mr. Dorsey, who care­ 
fully read it for the purpose of reply 
knows this to be true. 
H e says that my article implies that 
all the Secretaries of the Interior 
from 1861 to 1785, all the Com mis 
sioners of the General Land Office, 
and all my predecessors in office, 
were dishonest and corrupt men. 
This statem ent is a gross exaggeration, 
and it is, moreover, a mere begging 
of the question. 
Quite a number 
of the officials referred to are involved 
in my exposure, and the records of 
the Government will identify them. 
Are my facts authentic? 
Mr. Dorsey 
makes no attem pt to controvert them, 
which he certainly would have done 
if lie had been able, but with uplifted 
hands and the whine of a convict, 
begs that the officials whom I have 
arraigned as his accomplices shall be 
shielded from the right of search. 
Air. Dorsey says the Committee on 
Public Lands of the House of Repre 
sentativcs during the time I was its 
chairm an, reported favorably bills 
granting land to railroad corporations 
covering inore than half of all the land 
granted to railroads in the United 
States which bills passed Congress as 
a result of such reports. 
In these 
statem ents he does not refer to the 
vast areas grunted to our great Trans­ 
continental rail ways,respecting which 
he makes no charges agaiust me. He 
speaks onlyof the fertile land granted in 
Illinois, Iowa 
aud other Western 
States, which were not granted to rail­ 
road corporations at all, but to the 
States themselves. The entire aggre­ 
gate of these lands was a small frac­ 
tion only of tho many millions granted 
to our Pacific railways by bills re­ 
ported from the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads, aud not by the Committee 
on 
Public 
Land s. 
Mr. 
Dorsey 
should 
also 
have 
remembered 
that even as to these moderate grants 
for which he holds me responsible, 
1 had only one vote as a member of 
the committee, a majority of which 
made the report, and that I could not, 
of course, be made responsible for the 
action of the two houses of Congress 
on tho passage of the bills reported. 
Moreover, Mr. Dorsey, himBelf, says 
tho land grants in these cases “ were

houses of Congress and the President 
of the U nited States were my play­ 
things, and mv diabolism had full 
sweep from 1850. when the first land 
grant was made, till I left Congress in 
1871! 
Such flashes of imbecility aie 
really somewhat dazzling and specta- 
tular, hut life is too short to be wasted 
in a fight with dissolving views. 
I m ust not conclude these illustra­ 
tions of the ethical side of Mr. Dor­ 
sey’s character without noticing tho 
display he makes of him -elf in con­ 
nection with the Una de Gato grant, 
in which he is personally involved. 
This is what I said on that subject in 
my article: 
' 
The area of this grant, according 
to M i. Dorsey, its chairm an, was near­ 
ly 600,000 acres. 
It was reserved 
from settlem ent, and is so reserved 
to-day by the act of 1854, but when 
the forgery of the grant was demon­ 
strated in 1870 and he thought it un­ 
safe to rely upon that title, ho deter­ 
mined to avail himself of the home­ 
stead and pre-emntion laws. 
This lie 
could not legally do, because the land 
was reserved ; but the Commissioner 
of the General land Office was touched 
by his misfortune,and in defiance of the 
law rdered the land to be surveyed 
and opened to settlem ent. 
Air. Dor­ 
sey, who was already in possession of 
thousands of acres of the choicest 
lands in the tract, at once sent out his 
squad of henchm en, who 
availed 
themselves of the forms of tho pre­ 
emption and homestead laws in ac­ 
quiring pretended titles, which were 
conveyed to him according to the ar- 
rancem ents previously agreed upon. 
No record of this unauthorized action 
of the Commissioner is to he found in 
tho Land Office. 
W hat was done 
was done verbally and iu the dark, 
and 
nothing 
is 
now 
known 
of 
the 
transaction 
but 
the 
fact of its occurrence, and the inti­ 
mate relations then existing between 
Mr. Dorsey and the Commissioner 
and his Chief of 
Surveyors. 
Of 
course, he and his associates in this 
business have no title to the lands 
thus acquired, and their entries should 
he cancelled, not only because the 
land was reserved from sale by act of 
Congress, but because the entries 
were fraudulently made, as will be 
shown by investigations now in pro­ 
gress.” 
These are exactly the facts as shown 
by official documents. 
Now*, how 
does Air. Dorsey answer m e? Upon 
investigating the title of this grant tie 
says he became convinced it was 
fraudulent. 
W hen did he make this 
investigation and reach this conclu­ 
sion ? The records of my office and of 
the Interior D epartm ent give no an­ 
swer to the question. They donotshow 
that he ever made an investigation, 
but the contrary. 
H e says ho wrote 
to the Hon. Carl Schurz, then Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, stating substan­ 
tially all the facts in his possession 
granting tho grant, and asked him to 
send a special agent to make a care­ 
ful investigation, and turned over to 
the Secretary all tho papers in his 
possession. 
Unfortunately for Air. 
Dorsey these statem ents are unsup­ 
ported by the records of the Land 
Departm ent and contradicted by them. 
They show that he persisted in his 
claim for years following the first 
agi ation of the validity of his title, 
a id up to January, 1870, when the 
forgery of the grant was demonstrated. 
Ho did nothing whatever in instigat­ 
ing the inquiry which led to this 
demonstration, wliion inquiry was sot 
on foot by Lewis Kingman and Henry 
W. Arms in the year 1877. The papers 
show that he was displeased with their 
inter-meddling with his title, and that 
it was solely at the instance of these 
men that the Land Office directed an 
investigations to be made. In the light 
of these facts the reader can judge for 
hjuiself as to Mr. Dorsey’s reverence 
for. the truth when he says: “ I ex­ 
posed the fraudulent nature of the 
grant with which Mr. Julian attem pted 
to link mv name unfavorably!” 
The 
audacity of this statem ent is fascinat­ 
ing. It is charmingly Satanic, and it 
settles the fact that Air. Dorsey, in 
his way, íb a genius. 
But he says he applied to the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior to hpvO tho land 
within the bounds of this fraudulent 
grant thrown open for settlem ent , and 
that it was done accordingly. This is 
what I said in my article; but I 
stated, further, that the Land Depart­ 
ment hail no power to do this. 
One 
Surveyor-General had pronounced the 
grant valid, aud another had de­ 
clared it to he a forgery. 
Congress 
alone could determine the question, 
and tiie land was absolutely reserved 
by law in tho meantime. 
Secretary 
Schurz and Commissioner W illiam­ 
son knew this perfectly, and for this 
reason, doubtless, no written order 
for the survey aud sale of these lands 
was made, and the business was 
done “ iu the dark.” 
Nor is there any mystery about this 
action. 
Mr. Dorsey was then a power 
in politics. 
He had neared the sum­ 
mit 01 his rem arkable ascendency. 
It was in tho following years (1880) 
that his genius lighted the way to 
national victory for the Republicans, 
for which he was banqueted aud lion­ 
ized as “ the Napoleon who carried 
Indiaua.” 
When such am an wanted 
the Republican officials of tho Land 
Departm ent to violate the law to en­ 
able him to appropriate a large body 
of public lands in furtherence of his 
rapacity, they did not dare say no, 
and tho robbery “ was done.” Mr. 
Dorseyjknows all this,but makes n > de­ 
fence.' He adm its the action of the Land 
Department, in response to liis re­ 
quest, but stands mute as to its ille­ 
gality. 
He knows, and so do Carl 
Schurz and J . A. Williamson, that 
that action was totally unauthorized 
and sneakingly performed, and that 
the lands acquired by him and his 
allie3 under an illegal order now 
rightfully belong to the United States. 
In those* statem ents I am supported 
by the records of tho Government, 
and no lawyer will attem pt to contro­ 
vert them . 
In such a dilemma as 
this, Mr. Dorsey should have re­ 
mained Bilent, both on his own ac­ 
count and in the interest of parties 
claiming title under him. 
Air. Dorsey concludes his paper 
with a digression upon the water sup­ 
ply of New Mexico, and its “ physical 
phenomena of 
climate and topo­ 
graphy;” and he insists that with very 
slight exceptions, the land is fit only 


small means and the homesteader, 
and thus bring the people of the Ter­ 
ritory more completely under the rake 
of a grand Brotherhood of Thieves. 
The trouble with Mr. Dorsey is that 
he believes the people toó stupid to 
see through the game he is playing. It 
docs not occur to him that owing to his 
nnforiunate survival of his own cons­ 
cience 
nobody will 
except either 
his theories or his facts. 
Although 
his reputation for brilliant and suc­ 
cessful rascality is com inental, he im ­ 
pudently takes the w’itness stand, as 
if he expected the public to believe 
him. 
He is, perhaps, the most pic­ 
turesque pol itical reprobate now on 
public exhibition; 
but 
be seems 
wholly unconscious of the fact that 
the 
interest 
felt 
in 
him 
‘ 
purely 
historic 
and 
post 
mortem, and that the people only 
desire to get some idea of his moral 
physiognomy, and 
w hat 
may 
be 
called the scenery of his career, 
trust I have done them some service 
in this direction; but it has been the 
chief purpose of this paper to pene­ 
trate the dry rot of his self-compla­ 
cency, and by a little wholesome 
vivisection to help him catch at h ast 
a glimpse of his read lineam ents as 
others see them , and as indelibly 
painted by himself iu the sober pig­ 
m ent of his evil deeds. 
If I have 
failed in these friendly offices it will 
be Mr. Dorsey’s misfortune, and not 
my fault.

erything seemed so strange and u n ­ 
natural, but such 
feelings passed 
away from >me with the same rapid­ 
ity th a t I familiarized myself with my 
adopted country and its people. 
All 
the disgusting things soon turned in­ 
to things of adm iration, and I will 
freely ami candidly confess, in the 
op *ning lines of this letter, that 1 am 
now thoroughly in love with the 
beautiful Golden State. 
The climate of Southern California 
is all that could be desired. 
It is mild 
and even every month in the year, the 
mercury in the therm om eter some­ 
times running as high as 62 at noon­ 
time in tho days of mid-3uramer, 
though the eveniiigs are always cool 
and bracing, while it seldom falls lie- 
low 36 during the coldest weather of 
January. 
On this, Christmas day, 
ladies are walking through the beau­ 
tiful parks and 
blooming gardens 
under the shade of parasols. 
Storms 
and evclonesand blizzards never coine 
to California. 
While the rainfall is 
rare and unusual from April 
till 
November, yet copious streams of 
pure and clear water, flowing down 
from the mountain reservoirs and 
from deep driven wells, may be turned 
all over the low and level lands at the 
will of the irrigator. Of course people 
get sick and die here as in other 
countries, but not a few invalids, 
apparently on tlio brink of the grave, 
have come to California for rest and 
relief, and after bieathing our poft 
and balmy air they feel quite confi­ 
dent of a long and healthy life aud of 
a delightful old ago. 
Nor is Southern California less re­ 
markable for her natural 
wealth. 
Aside from her rich deposits of silver 
and gold, the marvelous producing 
powers of her soil, even surpassing 
and going far beyond those of the 
Mississippi valley, are such as can he 
found in no other region 011 the globe. 
Raising nearly everything that is pro­ 
duced in the temperate zone, she also 
grows in teeming abundance citius 
fruits, olives, tigs, bananas, English 
walnuts, persimmons, limes, lemons 
and oranges, at every m outh of the 
year. 
Not only do these valuable 
productions supply in a gieat m eas­ 
ure the demands of the various m ar­ 
kets throughout the United States, 
but they are exported across the ocean 
to the distant nations beyond. 
The great center of this powerful 
region is Los Angeles, situated about 
eighteen miles from the ocean beach 
011 the west, and about the same dis­ 
tance from the mountain range on 
the east.

plants, giant cactus, spreading palms, 
and other lovely trees and plants pe­ 
culiar to this climate. 
Her churches 
and school buildings are numerous, 
her business blocks are solid and sub­ 
stantial, and Jier dwellings are as fine 
and artistic as any the country con­ 
tains. 
Having inore than doubled 
her population iu the past three years, 
she now has nearly 75,000 people. 
To-day she is a regular bee hive. 
Strangers ere blockading her ¡streets 
and crowding her hotels, ana when 
we learn that $18,000,000 is now on 
deposit in her banks, awaiting invest­ 
m ent, it is rather difficult for us to be­ 
lieve with a few Fastern papers that 
our boom is about “ busted.” 
Under these hapyy and auspicious 
circumstances moneyed men in the 
East are continually pouring into 
Southern California. 
They realize 
the fact that the constant, rapid raise 
in the value of real estate property 
gives them a rare opportunity to in­ 
crease and multiply their fortunes, 
and to wallow in wealth and roll in 
riches. The records in the Recorder’s 
office show that the real estate trans­ 
fers, even in Los Angeles county 
alone, sometimes amount to $4,000,­ 
000 per week. 
W hile this country is very inviting 
to capital, it is equally attractive to 
labor. 
Alechanics, skilled and un­ 
skilled, fare especially well. 
Carpen­ 
ters, brickmasons, decorators, paint­ 
ers and paper-hangers are in great 
demand 
at 
remunerative 
wages. 
Many of them came here a few years 
ago worth comparatively nothing, but 


by industry, economy and good man­ 
agement they have accumulated vast 
fortunes and are now able to enjoy a 
life of ease and idle luxury. 
But I have already extended this 
letter far beyond my original pur­ 
pose. 
I will add, however, that I ex­ 
pect to make my present and future 
nome here in this beautiful City of 
the Angels, where I shall always be 
greatly 
gratified 
to meet my old 
friends and neighbors of Hoosierdoni. 
Wishing them all a tiierry Christm as, 
a happy New Year and a pleasant 
winter, I am as ever, 
P o r t l a n d C. H u n t.

T h e n i t r e O tH f e r tlM * 
Are the boys and girls who are now 
Uro wing up, amid a confusion of 
trunks, tin cans and improvised clos­ 
ets. What influence will such sur­ 
roundings have upon his or her after 
life? is the question which naturally 
arises. Certainly such association», 
to say the least of it, do not serve to 
educate the taste or refine the percep 
tions. Neither are they conducive to 
the cultivation of that home feeling 
which 
in 
maturer 
years 
is 
such a bulwark to the mor­ 
al 
character. 
In 
innumerable 
instances this utter disregard of do­ 
mestic comfort is the result of cir­ 
cumstances over which the heads of 
families have no control, in others it 
is due to a determination to speedily 
am ass a fortune; and in many more 
cases, it arises from an indifference, 
improperly called atmospheric,-but 
which really is born of the absolute 
cutting loose fgom old customs and 
acquaintances. In Los Angeles there 
are a great many beautifully furnished 
and 
well 
conducted 
homes, 
bat the masses of the people 
live in an abandoned* style un­ 
worthy of even the poorer neighbor­ 
hoods of the East. Vet the majority 
of these very people, previous to their 
migration to the Pacific slope, lived 
not only nicely, but elegantly. Of 
course the change of residence and 
the long journey consequent upon it 
necessitated, in most instances, the 
sale of all household effects and the 
subsequent building up of new homes; 
but it did not necessitate a perfect 
emancipation from all rules of 
neatness, 
comfort 
and beauty. 
I know one respectable family, 
consisting of a father, mother and 
three children, two of whom are half­ 
grown, who keep a lodging-honse, and 
who sleep and eat in one small room. 
I know another of the same size and 
social stratum who live in an apartment 
adjoining a butcher shop, and which 
is so thoroughly saturated with the 
odor of fish and meat that night or 
dav it is impossible while in it to in­ 
hale one breath of pure air. 
Unfortunately, these 
cases 
are 
not exceptional. 
Then, too, be­ 
hold the yard which surrounds 
the 
average 
cottage. 
Instead 
of being covered with grass, and 
adorned with flowers, it is the recep­ 
tacle of ever}’ species of rubbish and 
disfigurement. 
Unsightly sheds or 
so-called barns, fences without even 
an apology of paint, and boxes, and 
discarded pans, and papers and rags 
heaped in hopeless confusion one 
upon another. To these surround­ 
ings, therefore, the children’s eyes 
become habituated; they know no 
more of beauty than they know of ice 
and snow. They see, but they do not 
observe the majestic grandeur of the 
mountains, the celestial blue of the 
sky and the gorgeous coloring of the 
flowers which bloom so prodigally 
about them. A few are born with 
the love of the beautiful, but the 
majority are not, and so, as their 
tastes are not cultivated, they are 
-doomed to go through life with their 
esthetic 
sight 
blindfolded. The 
effect of this general carelessness hue 
a tendency to make indifferent boys 
develop into indifferent men, and 
slovenly girls develop into slovenly 
women. Under such circumstan­ 
ces it 
is 
utterly 
impossible 
lor even the most clever girl to 
learn how to keep house properly. 
Her quarters are restricted and unde­ 
fined, her clothing and books are 
crammed into an overcrowded trunk, 
or are tangled up with her brother’s 
rubber boots and improvised kite in 
the family closet; while she is so used 
to seeing the frying pan under the bed 
and the soiled linen in the vegetable 
basket, that she grows up unconscious 
of the domestic discord that would 
have turned her New England grand­ 
mother's hair gray in a week. Besides, 
she misBes the pleasure so dear to 
every girl of having a room to herself; 
and which, at will, she can decorate 
with the photographs of her school­ 
mates, souvenirs in the form or shells, 
bits of wood,’ illustrated cards, eb 
and those countless fancy articles 
wrought by herself or her com­ 
panions; and she lias no parlor 
wherein to entertain her friends—a 
serious obstacle in the way of any 
young woman, and one which serves 
to drive her for amusement into the 
streets. Where, then, is the future 
Californian to look for a capable wife 
unless he imports her from the 
East, and what is to become of 
the girls of the present generation 
if the boys all take unto them partners 
from the more conventional sections 
of the States? Possibly, when the 
present boom dies out, and trade and 
society drift into a more settled con­ 
dition, children and home will receive 
more attention. Yet public sentiment 
regulates jthese matters, and so long 
as bad housekeeping is treated as a 
iest and not an offense against good 
breeding, slip-shod ways are apt to 
prevail. 
Tite Riglaeftt Sphere. 
No woman is so happy as she who 
has been wise or fortunate enough to 
marry well, and who has a thought­ 
ful husband and a sunshiny home. 
No woman is so unfortunate as she 
whom genius or necessity has created 
a celebrity. The famous woman, it 
is true, gets all of the glory, the im­ 
mortality, but the domestic woman 
gets all the love and the happiness. 
While the one is uniformly con­ 
tent, the other is uniform ily, dis- 
satisfiied, and not needlessly so either, 
The public is a remorseless tyrant 
and in order to comply with its mul 
titudinous demands, she is constantly 
•compelled to work and to endure. 
Whatever she produces, whether it 
be a picture, a statue or a book, must 
be complete enough to bear the scru- 
teny of millions of critical eyes 
which are to view it. In order to get 
to the top of the ladder of renown, 
alie is forced to climb step by step 
with blistered feet and bleeding 
hands, 
and 
if 
she 
would 
hold fast to the laurel wreath 
which she has snatched from 
off the dizzy summit to which 
she has attained, she must toil and 
struggle more persistently than she 
did while she was unknown. If at 
first she is lucky enough to produce 
something so dazzling that it lifts her 
right out of obscurity into fame, all of 
her later efforts are likely to 
meas­ 
ured by and held back by the first­ 
born of her brain. On the other hand, 
if her early productions are not 
striking how is she to catch the public 
ear or eye, deaf and blind as 
tbey both are to unrecognized 
merit? Then, too, her original­ 
ity is always a matter of dis­ 
pute. 8he is always being re­ 
minded by this critic or that, that 
when sire said so-and-so, she was 
merely quoting Goethe, or Byron, or 
«le BUel; and that some theory of 


here, and which she has hugged from 
childhood or girlhood up, isa myth of 
the imagination which Voitaire or 
Darwin, or some later constellation, 
has utterly explbded. If she paints a 
portrait, no matter how excellent it 
may be, she is assured by some cavi 
lerthat she has caught a false expres­ 
sion. If she undertakes a lards ape she 
's confronted by another, whote pro­ 
vince it is to tear down and discourage 
with the statement that she has 
worked in a bad light and thus has 
impaired the naturalness of her re­ 
sults. If she creates a statue, she is 
doomed to have it dissected as com­ 
pletely and as unlovingly as the 
corpse of the pauper carved up into 
portions for the scientific digestion of 
the anatomical class. If she writes a 
book, the most ungrateful task of all, 
she must, before she hurls her first 
missile, prepare herself for a hot 
and continuous attack, if not 
for ultimate defeat, since to allow 
nothing now to stand has become the 
law of the critic of the day. There­ 
fore, as the accepted decision that the 
novelists of the past have exhausted 
everything, and that in consequence 
there is nothing left for the writers of 
the future to do but to imitate, occu­ 
pies the same relation to fiction, as 
the theory of predestination does to 
the plan of salvation, of wh t avail 
is 
the 
ambitious 
and 
the 
genius bom now and in time to come ? 
With these knotty problems,however, 
the happy woman with the good hus­ 
band and the cheerful home is not puz­ 
zled ; it is only the unhappy woman 
with the 
glory 
and 
the im­ 
mortality of genius, 
who must 
fret herself to death 
over their 
solution. Yet brilliant women, and 
men, too, have written and are still 
writing volemes uixm the Highest 
8phere possible to women, and which 
in the finest rhetoric and with the 
clearest arguments are intended to 
prove that cooking is drudgery, the 
care of children slavery, and that a 
career of fame (if she cannot have 
both) is better for an enlightened 
woman than a husband. But if the 
humble man is acknowledged to be 
happier than the ambitious man, does 
it not follow that the humble woman 
is infinitely happier than the ambi 
tiouB woman, whose nerve is never 
as strong and whose nature is always 
far more sensitive than his with 
whom in the arena of publicity she is 
forced to jostle. Besides, even the 
women who have craved for them­ 
selves immortal places in the book of 
fame, have found their truest and 
best happiness in thfe companion­ 
ships which have in the duality of 
their experiences weighed them down 
to the level of the oidinary woman. 
Outside of the realm of poetry, Mrs 
Browning lived a charmed life with 
the man who helped to make her 
what she was while in her maturer 
years. 
Madame l>e Stael, who flwas 
of an intensely affectionate nature, 
descended from the heights of j>ol¡i ics 
and literature to wed the obscure 
young soldier who loved her, so that 
when she died he died of gtief soon 
after her. 
But these and others of 
the same character of brain power 
were 
born to be great, 
and 
so could no more escape their 
deBtinies than the 
stars can 
escape their spheres. The masses of 
women toilers, women artists, though, 
are not so created ; and merely strug­ 
gle t>ecause they are compelled to. 
Yet the world condemns them for 
rushing out into the battle of life, in­ 
stead of quietly and contentedly re­ 
maining at home; and does not realize 
or understand that the warfare is a 
necessity, and that bread is the only 
reward ever sought or found. The 
lot of such wemen is incomparably 
hard. They have all of the hardships 
and none of the celebrity which makes 
even the most weary road to success 
easy. Again there are a few, a very 
few, women, who from choice aban­ 
don private for public life, and who, 
with no particular aptitude, but a 
genuine love of work, find their 
pleasures outside of themselves and 
their homes. These women are of­ 
ten amiable and useful members of 
society, and as such are expert in 
some branch of art or trade ; but as 
they are neither great nor domestic, 
anti as their husbands and their chil­ 
dren (if they have any), needs must 
suffer for their mistaken zeal, it 
would seem that they, at least, had 
not attained the Highest Sphere. 
Who has? She, I think, who lias 
the opportunity and tfle ability to 
make home a paradise, to keep a 
husband a lover, and to rear up a 
family of children to bless her and 
benefit society.

In traversing the many beau­ 
tiful, but now empty, rooms of the 
Hotel Westminster, it is pleasant to 
contemplate the comfort they will af­ 
ford the tourists destined to occupy 
these 250 vacant rooms. At the low­ 
est calculation 250 weary and dust- 
begrimmed travellers will not be 
compelled to scramble for a resting 
place. In the words of the Baron 
Mount Gosline, it is indeed “A happy 
thought.”

Stir the ingredients together, and then 
add two cups of sliced sweet apple. 
Pour into the pudding dish and add 
one pint of cold milk. Bake five hours 
in a slow oven. 
SPICED APPLES. 
Fight pounds of apples, pared. 
Fjur pounds of sugar, one quart 
oi vinegar, one ounce stick cinna­ 
mon, half ounce cloves. Boil the 
.'inegar, sugar and spices together; 
put in the apples when boiling aud 
let ‘.hem remain until tender. Then 
take them out and put in a jar. Boil 
down tue syrup until thick and pour 
it o\er the apples. 
BAKED BATTER PUDDING. 
One pint of cold milk, four table­ 
spoonfuls of flour, two eggs and a lit­ 
tle salt; stir the flour smooth into a 
part of the milk, then put iu two 
eggs without beating, and then 
beat them well with the mixed flour.' 
Then add the remainder of the milk 
and the salt, and when well stirred 
together, pour into a buttered dish 
and bake half an hour. When it is 
done the whole top will have risen. 
The above makes a pudding for a 
family of four and must be served 
with a liquid sane-.
